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AURORA LIGHT 
IS REPRODUCED 


Scientist Captures 
Strange Glow in 
a Test Tube 


PASADENA, Calif—The Aurora 
Borealis, that mysterious glow of 
light that flames over the North 
Polar skies in the stratosphere, has 
po = captured in a laboratory test 


Dr. Joseph Kaplan, scientist of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles demonstrated his mastery 
of the Aurora here as he prepared 
one of many startling scientific ex- 
hibits to place before the American 
Society for the Advancement of 
Science at the mid-summer con- 
vention, June 15 to 20. 

It was the first time, scientists 
said, that the distinctive light of 
the Aurora has been reproduced, 
and further study of Dr. Kaplan’s 
results was expected to answer the 
pi question of what the Aur- 
ora is, 


For one thing, Dr. Kaplan said, 
the test would open the way for 
new finding about the vital chem- 
ical element, nitrogen. 

Science heretofore has regarded 
the Aurora Borealis, in the north- 
ern skies, and its counterpart, the 
Aurora Australis over the South 
Pole, as glowing nitrogen in the 
eerie upper atmosphere. Bombard- 
ment of rays from the sun was_be- 
Hieved to have caused the nitrogen 
to glow. 

Dr. Kaplan, with great difficulty, 
reproduced the conditions under 
which nitrogen exists in the 
stratosphere, recently explored by 
Auguste Piccard and Charles Kip- 
fer, the European balloonists. 

These conditions include 
tremely rare pressure. 

“Our problem,” Dr.. Kaplan ‘sald, 
“was to make a tube of glass in 
such a way as to get thé upper air 
conditions where. there are no glass 
walls to confine the gases. 

“I succeeded in passing an elec- 

cal discharge for a long time/|b) 
through the air in the tube. The|i

EXPERTS ISSUE. 
TIMELY ADVICE 
FOR FISHERMAN 


WASHINGTON.—(INC) — With 
warm weather app: our 
thoughts turn to the..river bank 
andthe fishing rod, so the Ameri- 
can Forestry association has given 
us-some instruction on the care of 
fishing tackle. 
According . to. the” bulletin. a 
fisherman’s sporting. qualities are 
measured ‘by “the~condition of his 
tackle. The man who is careless 
with his fishing equipment is us- 
ually the man who is careless with 
angling laws and his campfire, it 
points out. 

“A good angler carries his rod 
butt first at all times,” says. the 
association, “with the line and lure 
held in the hand. If a fly is used 
it should be stuck securely into the 
cork handle of the rod. On long 
distances the equipment should be 
taken down and packed. 

“A rod should never be taken 
apart and thrown on the ground 
or camp floor. Another unwise 
trick, the association points out, is 
to knock a rod about, bruising the 
enamel and straining the tip. In 
case of split bamboo tthe varnish 
will be scraped off, the windings 
frayed and the wood exposed to 
moisture. 

“This means a rod loses its resi- 
liency. If the rod is of steel the 
enamel is broken, cllowing water 
to trust and weaken the part. 
Eventually it will snap. Injured 
guides and smashed ferrules are 
the lot of the. rod knocked about 
carelessly. 

“When through fishing, the rod 
should be dried in a cool place and 
wiped carefully. Then it should be 
wrapped in a cloth and put away 
in a metal container. 

_“A rod must never be left in the 
Lopen to suffer dew all night,” says 
the association.- “If mud dries on 
the surface of the rod it should be 
softened before it is removed. When 
drying the rod a drop or two of 
linseed oil will insure against rust-

In Volcanic Park 
Open to Motorists 


REDDING, Cal.—(INS)—Open- 
ing a new scenic and vacation 
‘wonderland to the people of 
California, the new 30-mile ‘high- 
way through Lassen Volcanic Na- 
tional park is ready for automo- 
bile travel. The work of clearing 
snow from the summit has been 
completed. 

The formal dedication of the 
new park highway. will take place 
on July 24,25 and 26 under the 
auspices of the Sacramento Val- 
ley Council of the State Chamber 
of Commerce with federal and 
state officials participating. 

Because of the spectacular 
eruption of Lassen Peak 15 years 
ago, world wide interest was di- 
rected to this section. The New 
[highway leads through the de- 
vastated area where the force of 
the volcanic blasts may still be 
seén in the form of huge rocks 
which. were hurled three miles 
from the crater; shattered trunks 
of trees, and creek valleys com- 
pletely filled with volcanic ash 
and debris which swept down the 
sides of the mountain. 

Its striking contrast to the 
scene of devastation are sparkling 
streams and numerous lakes which 
lie along another stretch of the 
highway, while the next turn re- 
veals the weird region of Bumpass 
Hell, steaming and sizzling with 
geysers, boiling pools, miniature 
volcanic craters and mud pots. 

Trails leading from the main 
park highway to other phenomena, 
including Devil’s Kitchen, Boiling 
Lake and Clinder Cone, all give 
astonishing demonstration of vol- 
canic activity.

WASHINGTON—(INS) — Rep- 
resentatives of firms seeking to sell 
to the Army and Navy, seriously 
handicapped in recent years by 
underbidding of foreign firms, al- 
ready are beseiging government 
purchasing agent in anticipation of 
the approach of July 1, it was 
learned today. 

On that date, no longer will the 
War and Navy Departments be 
bound by a law of 1901 to accept 
the lowest bid although it were 
from a foreign firm in competition 
with American manufacturers. iIn 


-| both the Army and Navy supply 


bills enacted at the last session of 
Congress, clauses were inserted giv- 
ing American firms preference re- 





gardless of a lower foreign bid pro- 
vided the quality of goods was up 
to standard. | 

Only recently, it was revealed | 
that the War Department, under | 
the old law, was compelled to ac-| 
cept a low bid from an American 
firm dealing in Soviet Russian 
matches, and purchase a large 
quantity of Russian made safety 
matches for use of the Army. 

Officials of the War, and Navy 
Departments expect the new order 
will mean some little increase in 
cost, but they will have more lati- 
tude in the matter of purchasing 
supplies. 

Where quality of the American 
made goods does not equal the 
quality of the foreign goods, how- 
ever, the law provides authority 
for accepting the foreign bid. Of- 
ficials expect this provision in the 
law effective July 1 will tend to 
keep up quality if the American 
bids are “reasonable.” Here again| 
is a saving provision which will pre- 
vent gouging, they say.

of semi-skilled workers. It is certain that no family ever 
became & financial success if “Mother” was not on the job, 
doing the things which cut down expenses’ and making the 
dollars stretch until every penny of good honest value was 
extracted. 

No better way could be found to show appreciation for 
“Mother” than to relieve her of some of her arduous duties, 
especially when the thermometer soars and everyone is cross 
and irritable. 


The least. that can be done for “Mother” is to make 
her tasks as light as possible—whatver you do to relieve 
her, she will still be the hardest working member of the 
family. ss 

Savings Deposit Interest 

The tendency of banks throughout the country to reduce 
the interest rates on savings deposits is being watched with 
great interest by students of economics. 

Many arguments are advanced by banking interests, and 
government departments having supervision of banks, fav- 
oring the reduction. On the other hand, savings bank de- 
positors are protesting against the move. 

Comptroller of the Currency, John W. Pole, has just is- 
sued a statement at Washington favoring the lower rates of 
interest. One of the reasons advanced by the official is that, 














' “By paying high rates the barks are tempted into buying se- 
curities where & high yield is looked for rather than securi- 
ties of quality.” 

It hardly seems likely that patrons of savings banks have 
been paid such high rates of interest that the banks have been 
forced to purchase questionable securities in order to main- 
tain savings deposit interest rates. Most of the reductions 
noted in the press have been from 4 per cent to 31% per cent 
although there are banks in cértain parts of the country 
which have exceeded the 4 per cent rate to attract de- 
posits. 

There is a tetidency of late toward lower rates on high 
quality securities but the move to reduce savings deposit 
rates started a long time ago. The oversubscription of the 
recent $800,000,000 treasury bond issue and the low rate of 
interest of this issue, ate cited as evidence of the necessity 
for reduction of savings deposit rates. 

The depositors have not yet reacted to any appreciable ex- 
tent, according to news dispatches. Building and loan soci- 
eties are an important factor to be considered but the ac- 
cessibility of savings deposits will probably continue to at- 
tract depositors’ funds; even though the rates are reduced.

We hope we are wrong 
and that politics are banished from these important branches 
of the city’s protective forces.

police force and, possibly, in the fire department.

The men who are chosen to protect the citizens of Musca- 
tine should be men whose loyalty to Muscatine and its busi- 
ness enterprises is abdve question, They should be intelligent 


men and thoroughly reliable. ~~ 


This paper questions the desirability of retaining the en- 
tire night forte as at present constituted. .

As we understand thé tiethod of. selection, candidates for 
jobs will bé:éXamined by. thé commission. .

Varicose veins are a familiar sight 
to anyone who has the least know- 
ledge at all of the human body.

Two of the first laws of nature 
are not adequately taught the child 
and the adult carelessly neglects 
them most of the time. Some people 
believe they can overcome the trou- 
ble of medication. Various oint- 
ments, salves and lotions are ap- 
plied, most of them strong, caustic 
acids or coagulating, powerful 
drugs. 

Piles may be easily removed, or 
destroyed, by the hypodermic in- 
jection of carbolic acid, but the 
price pail in ill health is too great 
and the effects, too disastrous. 

We never cure anything by cut- 
ting it out. Wé never get at the 
cause by removing the effect. We 
do not remove the real cause of 
hemorrhoids (constipation) by re- 
moving the piles themselves. Any 
treatment which leaves scars is lia- 
ble to also cause nerve injury by 
pressure due to constriction, or by 
actual injury to the nerves during 
the method of treatment. 

Drugless Treatment , 

There are several drugless meas- 
ures which will furnish relief lo- 
cally. 

A fifteen or twenty minutes warm 
sitz bath will usually furnish relief 
from pain. This should be followed 
by one or two minutes of cold wa- 
ter. 

Where enemas are given, an in- 
jection of four to six ounces of cold 
water, maintained for several min- 
utes, will contract the bleeding 
veins and serve as an _ excellent 
stimulating and invigorating tonic. 

Sometimes one can secure tem- 
porary relief from a lemon-juice 
and water astringent; using tow 
ounces of water and half an ounce 
of lemon juice. 

Or, steep a spoonful of white oak 
bark in a pint of hot water for 
some time and use as an injection.

FORT WORTH, Tex.—(Special> 
—Local engineers who are building 
the powerful radio transmitter for 
Dr. J. R. Brinkléy announce that 
ft is nearly completed. 

Two-thirds of the transmitter has 
been packed for shipment and it is 
expécted that two car loads of 
equipment will go forward to Del 
Rio without delay. 

The Brinkley\ transmitter will be 
one of the most powerful on the 
American continent, It is known as 
a 50 kilowatt transmitter but is 
capable of putting out its signals 
with 70 kilowatts. It is of the very 
latest construction and includes all 
the newer refinements. It is expect- 
ed that most of the United States 
will be able to hear the Brinkley 
Mexican station when it goes on 
the air in a few months time.
